REPORT 

ON THE 

FAILURE OF THE POTATO CROP AND THE CONDITION OF THE 
POORER CLASSES IN THE WEST OF IRELAND. 



Local Goveenment Board, 

DuBLiNj l^th Fehruary, 1891. 

Sir, 

The Local GoYernment Boaj-d for Ireland desire to state that they haye had con- 
ferences with their Inspectors and haye receiyed reports from them, from time to time, 
as to the failure of the potato crop and the condition and prospects of the poorer 
classes throughout the country, and the Board submit the following obseryations for 
the information of His Bxcellency the Lord Lieutenant : — 

I. 

The districts in which the disease has appeared comprise about one-half of Ireland. Stateot 
On light dry soils with a limestone substratum and on well-drained lands the potato 
crop was in some places excellent and generally not yery far short, but in cold wet 
inferior lands and in mountain districts the failure eyerytvhere was yery serious. In 
the eastern counties of Ulster the crop was generally a good one ; in Leinster and don of the 
part of Munster it was fair except in a few localities ; but westward of an imaginary 
line drawn from Derry to Kinsale, and on to the shores of the Atlantic, the blight 
extended, spreading and increasing in seyerity until its worst effecte were manifested («.) Dis- 
along the whole extent of the seaboard from Donegal to west Oort. It would 
moreoyer appear from the Inspectors’ reports that it is in those parts of the West 
where chronic poverty preyails and where the potato is the staple food of the people 
that the failure has been most complete. 

Owing to the remarkable uneyenness of the crop in every district the Inspectors have (6.) Esti- 
felt some difficulty in estimating the extent of the loss, but their reports appear to 
point to the conclusion that in the western unions the crop was from one-half to one-third 
of the average yield, while in some of the most congested districts, such as Kilcar in 
Donegal, Belmullet, Achill, and Louisburg in Mayo, Connemara, Galway, and parts of 
west Cork, the crop was hardly one-fourth of the usual return. 

The same causes of failure are everywhere noted. The old champion seed, the (t) Cause of 
disease-resisting properties of which have greatly weakened of late years, planted late 
in worn-out and badly cultivated lands made no growth against the heavy rains and 
want of sunshine. The young plants were killed, the stalks struck by the blight decayed 
into the ground, and the bulk of the tubers that escaped the disease failed” to mature. 

In this respect the failure of the crop this year differs altogether from that of 1879. 

Contrasting the reports now received with those made by our Inspectors in 1879 we 
find that in 1879, while the disease injured nearly half the crop in every part of 
Ireland, the potatoes that were saved, though inferior in some districts, were usually 
saleable and fit for consumption. This year the failure was serious only in the western

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unions! and, 'although the. weight of the crop was not much below that of 1879; about 

one-third of th,e.tubers raised was neither suitable for' food nor saleable m the market, 

and, at ,the.d% of this repo.ut, latest advicet to hand show that in the poorest distncls 

•tb.e . supply is .nearly exhausted, , 

(AlGeaeral The reportS'receiVed as to the corn crops are generally favourable; a good deal still 

Wrvost. remains unthreshed among the small holdings in the 'West, and the price is about 

fifteen per cent higher than last year. In parts of Donegal and Limerick some 
damage was occasioned by the heavy rains. Green crops are everywhere reported to 
be fully equal to the average. 

(a) Ee- The occupiers of smalt holdings aro stated to have in every district the usual 

of sheep, and fo-wl. Pigs are very scarce as they were disposed of 

^ before Christmas at reduced prices, the people having no prospect of being able to feed 
them. The migratory labourers returned with their earnings in November after a 
good season, : and the other resources of the people, such as fishing, kelp making, 
and home industries, were last season productive of about the usual profit. Some of 
the Inspectors have noted that as the people had a succession of three prosperous 
years they are less indebted to the shopkeepers than they have been for many years 
past. 

In brief the substance of the Inspectors’ reports appears to he this that apart 
from the potato crop the small farmers are well circumstanced, but they are con- 
fronted with a greater scarcity of potatoes than they have experienced for over thirty 
years, and this fact will cause distress in each locality according to the extent to which 
the people rely for subsistence upon the potato. 

The time when the people were entirely dependent on the potato has long gone by, 
and, in every part of the West, bread, tea. stirabout, milk, aud sometimes salt fish 
or !ggs, form items of daily consumption. Some of the Inspectors estimate the loss 
of the potato crop to be equivalent to the loss of the mid-day meal and a portion of the 
supper for part of the year, and this estimate may probably be taken to apply to the 
greater part of all the western unions, where the small holders have other resources 
besides the land. But there are certain congested districts in the western counties 
where exceptional poverty prevails, and where the occupiers of land endeavour to live 
altogether on the produce of their small holdings, and in these localities, where life is 
a struggle at the best of times, the potato is the mainstay of the people, and its loss 
would mean a much more serious deprivation. In districts thus situated the people are 
usually able to obtain food on credit during the two or three months immediately 
' preceding the harvest, but this year credit has been demanded at a much earlier period, 
and although the shopkeepers are willing to advance goods late in the season, when 
they are in a position to form some opinion as to the harvest prospects, they are 
reluctant to do so at present while uncertainty exists as to how the people will be situated 
when the present crisis is passed. 

II. 

II. Belief The. Local Government Board annex a return- showing the number of persons in 
meesurei!. receipt bt poor relief in the distressed, unions at the close of each week from the 
1st November’ to the 7th inst. It will be observed that the out-door relief has 
Statistics, increased by about 4.4S0 persons during the three months, and that of this number 
over 1,300 'belong to the four unions of "Clifden, Westport, B'elmullet, and Clonakilty. 
The average poor-rate in these unions is in.Clifden,’3s. 5d., in Westpoit, Is. lOd,, in 
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BelmuHet, 3s. 4d„:au,dmeionaJi;ilty,,ls..8d Eelief worfa are in oparation at the present 
tinie in fourteen unions, yiz. : — 'Grienties, Ealiala,,Belmulipt, Westport, Ballitia; Clifden, 
.Baliinrobe, Oughterard, Galway,. Skibbereen, .Bantry, Skull, Glonakilty^ and Castle- 
town, the total number employed being about 7,000. These figures do not,' however, 
represent the extent of the distress throughout the country, as the ’Construction of 
the Light Bailways in the congested districts is- .giving employment; to several thousand 
people, many of whom -would other'wise become a charge upon the poor rates. 

In districts where no such employment is available the numbers relieved out of WMet 
the workhouse, or on relief works, will afford some indication of the destitution which 
prevails, inasmuch as the Inspectors consider that the precautionary measures adopted 
for confining the employment to the necessitous families are efficient, and enable the 
works to be carried out with a minimum of abuse. Many of the Inspectors report that 
they find the relief works are in themselves a test of destitution, as, owing to the low 
rate of wages and the amount of work exacted, only persons who are really destitute 
are willing to work. This is not the case, however, in a few of the very poor districts 
where thme is much chronic poverty and no employment of the ordinary kind at any 
time available. In these localities the people, though not destitute, would be glad 
to earn even small wages upon relief works. 

The Board also annex a return showing the proceedings under the Seed Potatoes (o.) Swd 

, . potatoeB. 

Supply Act Up to tile present date. 

Applications for loans amounting to over £276,000 have been made hy 106 unions. 

The amount advanced under the Seed Supply Aet of 1880 was £588,806 to 163 
unions ; but, although there seems no reason to doubt that the seed is in many 
localities as urgently needed this year as it was in 1880, the falling off in the total 
amount applied for may be attributed to the fact that the Guardians afe acting under 
greater restrictions and with more caution than characterised their proceedings on the 
former occasion. 

The Board received early intimation that a deficiency of turf was tO;be apprehended (d) Turf 
in some districts, that the supply coming to market was very short, and the price '“PPy' 
probably beyond the reach of the poorer classes. Under these ^ circumstances, and 

farther taking into consideration the threatened severity of the winter, it was deemed 

advisable to place certain Boards of Guardians in a position to deal with any distress 
which might be occasioned from want of fuel. The Board, ^ therefore, with the 
authority of Government, have permitted the Guardians of thirteen unions,^ where 
scarcity of fuel were anticipated, to defray from the rates any necessary expendrture in 
granting outdoor relief in fuel to poor persons whose health might be imperilled^ by 
their inability to procure it for themselves, but, up to the present. Guardians 
have not in any instance found it necessary to exercise the power thus provisionally 
placed within their discretion. 

III. 

The reports of the Inspectors show that as yet the distress has been confined to a Oondu. 
few of- the most congested districts in the West, and to the labouring classes and 
fishermen in the South who depend on the produce of their allotments to help them 
over the winter months until the fishing and spring work commence ; but it is anticipated 
that the pressure for relief will become more general from the present time until the 
beginning of April. After that date a falling-off in the numhers to, be relieved may 
be expected as" the migratory labourers will leave the country, the food supply of 
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the people rouBd the coast will be increased by the fishing, and the spring work 
will afford employment to the labourers. It is well here to note that the Inspectors 
are of opinion that the people will not be deterred from going to England or pursuing 
their ordinary avocations by the prospect of obtaining employment on relief works. 

The Local Government Board, in view of the possible increased demand for relief, 
have caused the Boards of Guardians, where necessary, to strengthen their relief staffs ; 
and the Believing Officers are instructed to visit every division in their district each 
week and watch closely the condition of the poor, and the Inspectors are satisfied 
that relief in cases of sudden or urgent necessity is within easy reach of the poor in all 
parts of the country. 

A return is appended to this Beport giving information in detail concerning the 
Unions which have been most affected by the failure of the potato crop.
